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Changes in Welsh team. 

Caps for Jack Evans and Leo Newton. 

Dual honour for Cardiff City.

The progress of Association in South Wales has received a further impetus by the 
decision of the selection committee of the Football Association of Wales to include two Cardiff 
players in the international side to meet Ireland at Ninian Park on Saturday. The two men who 
are to be given caps are Leo Newton (who is already an amateur international) and Jack Evans, 
the outside left of Cardiff City. 

In the opinion of many competent judges of the code in South Wales the inclusion of 
Evans is only a belated recognition of his services. Evans, when in form, is undoubtedly an 
outside who gives the men filling the inner berths plenty of opportunities to score, for his centres 
are generally so accurate and swift that a clever inside has but to divert the ball’s flight to beat 
the goalkeeper. On top of this he possesses a virtue which is not always associated with outside 
men—the unique gift of being a scoring man himself—and those who have witnessed his fast, 
low shots from the wing will hope, for the honour of the Principality, that all his attributes will 
come out on Saturday. 

He will be partnered by D. W. Davies, of Treharris, and those who saw the international 
trial at Merthyr a little time ago were greatly impressed by the manner in which those two fell into 
each other’s play. This wing should do some damage on Saturday. 

The honour accorded the gifted amateur, who assists the Cardiff Post-office team on 
Wednesdays and Cardiff Corinthians on Saturdays, when not called upon by Cardiff City, is a 
just reward to a class of football which does not always receive its due. When playing against 
the English side a few weeks ago Leo Newton favourably impressed the officials with the way in 
which he held the great Vivian Woodward, and he was a strong favourite for inclusion in the 
sides which met England and Scotland. All Cardiffians will appreciate the wisdom of the Welsh 
Association in selecting local men wherever they can. The reproach in previous years has been 
the neglect of the South by the national Association, but that cannot be any longer levelled at 
the ruling body.

Goal: Evans (Coventry City). 

Backs: Llew Davies (Wrexham) and Lloyd Davies (Northampton). 

Half-backs: Hughes (Wrexham), Leo Newton (Cardiff City and Cardiff Corinthians), and Jones 

(Stoke). 

Forwards: Meredith (Manchester United), Wynn (Manchester City), T. Davies (Blackburn), D. W. 

Davies (Treharris), and Jack Evans (Cardiff City).
